made in this region. The 
machine 


used in this case was a No. 7, brought 
on by Gilbert & 
Duff, 
the 
general 


agents for it. who have established 
headquarters here, and entered also 
into contracting work and the hand- 
ling of leases. The first location was 
on the Richmond farm, and being with- 
in convenient reach in the outskirts of 
town, had many visitors during the 
progress of the work. They were sur- 
prised no less with the speed made 
than with the stuadJi-jss of the ma- 
chine's operation and the ease with 
which the tools were handled to ths 
finish. There was some delay at the 
start on account of water and miss- 
hapment of a posse, but the 
actual 


drilling time was under ten days from 
the start to the top of the sand—1,258 
feet. The machine was in charge of 
M. S. Schaill.

operating in West Virginia, and performed Brilliant and efficient service. 


In 1S62 he was assigned to the Army i.-r Virginia, under General Pops, 


serving in t'ne Ninth corps, to the cofiirruiad of v/liich he succeeded when 
General Reno was killed at South Meuntain. and led the corps grnllaotly at 
-Autietam. On the IGth of April, 1S63, he v.-as placed in command of the 
District of Ohio, and also a division of the T-.venty-thirc! corps. He srrved 
under General Thomas in the Atlanta campaign and iu, the campaigns ol 
Franklin a:id Nashville. He fought the battle of Kinsstcii. Xorth Carolina. 
March 14. ISO.", and united his forces with those oi Genera! Sherman. After 
the close of the war he resigned his commission and again entered civil life. 


In 1S65 he was the Republican candidate for governor, ami defeated 


General George W. Morgan, Democrat, by a vote of 223.G42 to I93.7i.i7. During 
tbe controversy between congress and President Johnson ia 1S6S. auri l::ter. 
he espoused the cause of the latter. Ke was appointed secretary of the in- 
trior in March, 1S69, by President Grant, but differing: frc.ru the policy of the 
administration, he resigned in December.

tu with which other countries, nnd 
especially the oriental states, have seen 
lit to honor us. 


One of the first presents made to 


America of \vl)ic!i we 1mre a history 
was a I.'irpje and elaborately cleoontted 
silver cv.p. bt.'aitoi; the Croat of amis of 
the house of Brunswick. It was pre- 
sented by George I to the Virginia 
house of bursesses. xrherc it was used 
as a ranee until tho Revolutionary war, 
after which it passed through several 
families and finally into the- hands of 
the Colonial Dames, by vvaoiti It was 
deposited in the National museum. 
Probably Jhe most extraordinary gift 
ever made to the United States is the 
sarcophagus sent by the sultan of 
Turkey to President Jackson. 
The 


tomb is of carved marble «rid ;s very 
nncicat, dating back to ihe dynasty .of 
SaleucicUc. This dynasty was found- 
ed in Syria after the Alexandrian cou- 
CrUest of Kicator, a son of Antlocbus, 
one t>f Alexander's generals. The, era 
of Selenciclcc in chronology Is consid- 
cre<] as beginning in 312 JJ. C. and cnd- 
iug with the reign of Eplpharies in 1G4 
B. C. The snltan In tendering this 
gift to President Jackson specified that 
it was to receive his body after?death. 
The president was naturally somewhat 
surprised. l)a£ ID his response made one 
of the cjost deliclously tactful speeches 
Sn history, in which he said, "A auin- 
ble represeijuitivt! of a democratic peo- 
ple Is tittedy unworthy to lie In the 
sepulcber of a Ulns. and I would fain 
content myself \ritli a les.t ostentatious 
burial place among my ft-llow country- 
men." 
The sarcophagus became the 


property of the government. 


May 1. 1S40, the ship Saitaaa arrived 


in New York harbor. She was the first 
sh'.p to visit this country from Muscat, 
and in honor of the event she bore from 
his highness Sud Said, the Imam of 
Muscat, to his excellency Mnrtin Van 
Buren. president of the United States, 
friendly greeting and the following ar- 
ticles as presents to the country: Two 
Arab steeds of famous breed, a bril- 
liant gold mounted javelin, a string of 
150 pearls, two single pearls of large 
size and great price, a bottle of attar 
of roses, a bale of four cashmere 
shawls and five demijohns of rosewa- 
ter. The pearls and the shawls are 
now In the museum, but the records do 
not show what became of the rest of 
the collection. 
During President Ty- 


ler's administration the imam of Mus- 
cat sent over about CO diamonds, 
which, though small, were of first wa- 
ter. Those also are In the museum. 


Japan has been very lavish In her 


gifts to us. 
V»rlien Perry threw open 


Japanese ports to occidental commerce, 
he was mnde the bearer of a collection 
of ceramics, lacquer ware, old armor 
and other metal work, which is now 
scattered among the vnrlotis exhibits 
In tlie nuiRvHRJ. As also commemora- 
tive of Perry's "oyage Japan presented 
to the United States a statue, which
